CAN’T AFFORD DEAR POUNDS 

The British pound was far above par ii Aut 
treal on Monday. It worth more Canadian 
dollars on that day than at any time in the previous 
twenty-two months. 

Prices of wheat, and other Canadian commodi- 
ties sold in Britain up accordingly. The 
pounds paid for these commodities there netted 
more dollars to the Canadian exporters and pro- 
ducers, 

Conversely, it took more Canadian dollars to 
pay e@ debt in Britain, or to buy goods there. A 
hundred of our dollars when translated into pounds 
gave the British exporter or producer fewer pounds

MONTHLY TAX BILLS 


The. advisability of collecting 
civic taxes in instalments, as 
ik to secure better collection 
and less arrears, has been sug- 
gested in these columns in the 
past. The practice is followed in 
some other cities with appar- 
ently good results 

Winnipeg has not done this, ex- 
cept that it began, this year, to 
invite prepayment of taxes and 


obtained more than $1,000,000 by 
offering a discount at the rate of 


five per cent per annum for the 
period of prepayment. And, on 
this year’s tax bills, a notice is 
printed in red that taxes can be 
paid in instalments, the taxpayer 
obtaining the discount on any 


part of his taxes paid within the 
discount period. Both of these 
new features suggest voluntary 
action on the part of the citizens 

A recent report from Edmonton 
stated that the civic authorities 
hed under consideration a pro- 
posal to have all civic bills, in- 
cluding taxes—and including tele- 
phone bills in Edmonton—paid on 
a regular monthly basis 

It is fairly certain that there 
would be a better payment of 
taxes if they were on a monthly 
basis; and if light and water rates 
and taxes could all be put on the 
one bill, the convenience to the 
citizens would be welcomed 
There would be a good deal more 
accounting with monthly pay- 
ments, of course. It is a question 
of whether the better collection 
of taxes would not make the ad- 
ditional trouble worthwhile

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


SOME ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS ABOUT 
CATARRH 
Almost 60% of all the letters I receive have 
some mention about catarrhal disorders. Here are 
some of the most common of the questions asked; 


First; “Do I have to move to another climate 
to cure my catarrh?” The answer is that catarrhai 
troubles are curable in any climate. A damp cli- 
mate is not the cause of catarrh, and, if the real 
causes are corrected, a damp climate is not of much 
importance. When a catarrhal tendency is already 
present, a damp cool climate, which stops the free 


, evaporation from the skin, may seem to make 


catarrh worse because a greater burden of elimina- 
tion is thrown upon the mucous membranes which, 
being protected by the body, are warm and able to 
continue elimination. Dry climates may seem to 
help temporarily because the skin functions’ better. 
In reality how you live is more important than 
where. 


Another frequent question is this: “Is catarrh 
catching?” The answer is that catarrh is not a con- 
tagious disease though some times contagious dis- 
eases may increase the amount of mucus that is 
eliminated. 


Another question: “Is catarrh a very serious 
disorder?” Answer: An average case of catarrh is 
annoying but not especially dangerous. A catarrhal 
disorder might be considered about the first stage 
away from health. More serious distases represent 
a later stage of development. However, since neg- 
lected catarrh may lead to more severe troubles, 
such as a formation of pus in the sinuses, catarrhal 
deafness, or spastic colitis, it is advisable to over- 
come the catarrhal tendency as early as possible. 


“How long does a case of cronic catarrh last?” 
Catarrh even when well established has a tendency 
to cure itself if the living habits are corrected and 
the other organs of elimination are functioning 
better. Othrwise, it does not cure itself and may 
last for many years. 


“Does it make much difference in what part of 
the body the catarrh is located?” No, it is not of 
much importance where the catarrhal inflamma- 
tion is located since the treatment is to cleanse 
and alkalinize the blood stream and make the other 
organs of elimination function more clearly. The 
cure takes place whether the inflammation was in 
the middle ear, the nose or the bronchial tubes, just 
as soon as the patient has eliminated the surplus 
wastes from the body and supplied the right food 
elements. Of course, changes that may have taken 
place because of the long continued inflammation 
or obstruction in parts may still remain and re- 
quire additional treatment. 


“Are any kind of local treatments good for 
catarrh?” Yes, but there are not many. The only 
local treatments that are beneficial are those which 
either make the mucous membrane more healthy 
or assist in washing out the irritating wastes, and 
they should not be used except in combination with 
the dietetic treatments or the mucous membrances 
will be encouraged to eliminate all the more. Local 
treatments with the ultra violet ray are some- 
times helpful. Strong sprays and douches are not 
recommended unless the inflammation is compli- 
cated by some specific infection. Even then the 
antiseptic must be regarded as a temporary exped- 
ient. Catarrhal conditions of the intestines are 
benefited with daily washings with plain warm 
water 

Here's another question that worries many peo- 
ple: “I am already underweight and hesitate about 
taking a restricted diet for fear 1 will grow thin- 
ner. What can I do? Shouldn't I take a diet to 
build up first?” Answer: Attempts to gain weight 
before overcoming catarrh usually turn out to be 
failures. Once the general health has been restored 
and the catarrhal trouble overcome, the weight 
tends to normalize itself on a balanced diet 

(In tomorrow's article I will give some definite 
instructions for overcoming a catarrhal tendency).
